PITTEBURG, Aug. 14.—Rumors of a set- 
tlement of the stee! strike are again being 
revived, but -confirmation of them at any 
source is impossible. It is related circum- 
stantially that the Amalgamated knows it 
cannot win; that the United States Steel 
Corporation fears the loss df both skilled 
men and orders to the independent mills, 
and that they are close to terms which wili 
be satisfactory to both. 


PITTSBURG, Aug. 14—Both sides made 
material gains today in the great strike be- 
ing waged against the United States Steel 
Corporation by the Ama.gamated Associa- 
tion. The remaining force at the plant of 
the National Tube Works at McKeesport 
joined the strikers, and that great plant is 
now practically silent. The strikers also 
made some gains among the men at the 
Lower Union mill of the Carnegie Co., in 
i ta but there is a direct conflict in 
the claims made by either side as to - 
act condition of that plant. came 

The strikers say that they will force it 
to close down, while the managers insist 
that they have not neen hurt and that the 
plant will be kept moving.

Analysis of the Troubles Which Have 
Caused Venezuela and Colombia to 
Eecome Involved in What 
Looks Like War. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—Officials here 
say that the chief danger in the trouble be- 
tween Venezuela and Colombia, so far as 
the United States are concerned, lies in 
the possibility of some Eurypean power in- 
terfering. 

It is generally thought that, in view of 
the weil-known and decided attitude of 
the United States, foreign powers will hesi- 
tate before taking the initiative. The only 
excuse, of course, would be that certain 
bonds are held by foreigners, and that the 
governments represented may feel called 
upon to protect the financial interest of 
their subjects. These bonds are held, first, 
and in greatest quantity, by Hoiland, next 


by England and third by Germany. 

Affiants way that this government is 
ready at a moment's warning to take de- 
cisive steps for the protection of American 
interests and to render it impossible tor 
either England or Germany, under any 
retext whatever, to step in and get a 
Rooting in any of the southern republics. 

The situation is extremely interesting. 
It is not true that the people of Venezuela 
have any quarrel with the people of Co- 
lombia. The populace of both republics 
favors peace, and they have no reason to 
quarrel with one another. They are in a 
prosperous condition and prefer to devovre 
themselves to the expansion of trade rati- 
er than rush into the tented fleld and de- 
stroy the commercial opportunities which 
they have built up. They have had revo- 
lutions enough—too many of them, in 
fact—and they want no more. 

The whole trouble is concentrated in the 
plots of a few ambitious and unscrupulous 
politicians. The ‘“outs’’ want to get in 
and are ready to sacrifice the prosperity 
of the two republics in order to accom- 
‘eegge their purpose. That is the loose screw 
n the machinery and the secret of the 
movement, 

Politics in all these southern republics !{s 
extremely corrupt. That is the root of the 
difficulty. The President is elected for six 
years, and a re-election is unlawful. Six 
years. however, is a long time for the de- 
feated purty to wait—longer than it is 
willing to walt—and the consequence is 
that an insurrection is organized for the 
purpose of ousting the incumbent. 

The government of Colombia is conserva- 
tive, and Uribe-Uribe, who seeks to over- 
turn it, is not only a radical of the extreme 
type, but a skilled general and a most de- 
termined fighter. 

Castro, President of Venezuela, {= also a 
radical, a civillan (not a soldier) and hot a 
man of either culture or marked ability. 
These two men are close friends, and it is 
said that Castro in the present troubles is 
playing into Uribe-Uribe’s hands, and is 
ready to aid him in spreading discontent 
among the Coiombians, with the hope of 
getting rid of the cautious and conservative 
President of that republic. 

But Colombia is too strong. and its army 
of 40,000 men are well discipiined and steady 
fighters. They have had a large experience 
in the field during the last year or two. and 
are hardened to the work they have in 
hand. Uribe-Uribe, therefore, is leading a 
forlorn hope, and though even his enemies 
admit that his personal character {s irre- 
proachable, his following is made up of un- 
drited men who are in the fight for what 
they can get out of it and who have every- 
thing to gain and nothing to lose. 


SITUATION IS SERIOUS. 
COLON, Colombia, Tuesday, Aug. 6.—The 
political situation on the isthmus has by 
no means improved recently and there is 
a consequent feeling of unrest apparent on 
all sides. The government has taken no 
adequate steps to prevent the rebels raid- 
ing the stations along {he railroad and, as 
a result, these raids continue. Immunity 
from attacks have emboldened the rebels, 
small bodies of whom have been seen at 
drill in the daytime, along the line, and 
gunpowder and dynamite belonging to the 
railroad have been their latest acquisition, 
In view of the above, the United States 
consul here, Mr. Malmros, has cabled to 
Washington, it is said. pointing out the 
necessity for the immediate presence of a 
warship to protect American interests. tn 
obligations. 
British man of war is likely to ot ae 
shortly. By far the greater volume of 
trade transacted on the isthmus is in the 
hands of either the British or Americans 
the Chinese coming next. In the matter of 
population, so far as Colon is concerned 
certainly more than half are Americans.

May Cupples Says Alexan- 
der Killed Himself, 


ADMITS SHE WITNESSED ACT 


CONFESSES SHE DID NOT TRY TO 
SAVE HIM. 


Saw Him Swallow Morphine and Al- 
though He Once Saved Mer Life 
She Diii Nothing to Prevent 
His Death. 
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Mrs. May Cupples confessed to Deputy 
Coroner Fitzsimmons Wednesday morning 
that she bought the morphine that brought 
atout the death of Edward Alexander of 
North Vernon, Ind., last Friday night. 

She said that she was fully cognizant of 
the fact that he wished to commit suicide 
because of his love for her, and which sie 
could not reciprocate, and that she made 
no effort to frustrate his plans. 

Until Wednesday morning she strenuously 
denied all knowledge of Alexander's swal- 
lowing morphine. Confronted with the 
Sworn testimony of other witnesses. she 
broke down and confessed to what she says 
is the true story of Edward Alexander's 
death. 

Less than two months ago Alexander 
first met the woman for whom he died. He 
was the son of a prominent family in 
North Vernon, Ind. He was but a few 
months past 21 years and he had left his 
Indiana home because he had incurred the 
displeasure of his parents. He -had been 
in St. Louis but a few days when he met 
Mrs. Cupples. He became infatuated with 
a Hie was not aware that she was mar- 

She accepted his attentions and en- 
couraged him. She said that she was drawn 
toward him, and that she had novdt the 
courage to tell him that there was no use 
in his pressing his suit. 

The affair began to culminate early last 
week. Mrs. Cupples was aware that Alex- 
ander had learned that she was wedded to 
another.” She admitted that she at one 
time wavered, but’ she experienced a 
change of mind and had resolved to tell 
Alexander the truth and explain to him the 
futility of his paying her cuurt. 

How Alexander 
Saved Her Life. 

A week ago last Monday Alexander called 
on her, She was prepared for his coming. 
Sho had resolved to die and had bought 
laudanum which would easily end it all. 

Without waiting for Alexander’s re- 
proaches which she feared, as he entered 
the roem, she lifted the bottle to her lips 
and drained the deadly drug at a draft. 

Alexander made an effert to stay. her 
hand, but was too late. He-had a knowl- 
edge of medicines and, snatching the bot- 
tle from her hand, he saw that it had con- 
tained laudanum. He called a servant and 
dispatched her in haste to a near-by drug 
Store for an antidote. Meantime he ap- 
plied home remedies. 

When the servant arrived with the anti- 
dote, Mrs. Cupples was already beginnir o 
feel the effects of the sOn., at 
drowsiness which marks the swai.owing 
laudanum was already manifest. Alexander 
caught her in his arms, and despite her 
struggles he forced the antidote down her 
throat. 

She struggled and besought him to permit 
her to die. It was at 2 o'clock when she 
swallowed the laudanum. Alexander walked 
with her and kept her from entering upon 
a sleep that he knew could have no awaken. 
ing. It was 9% o'clock at night before the 
drug was so eliminated from her system 
that he felt it was safe to leave her. For 
seven hours he had walked with her and 
worked with her constantly that she might 
live. 

Word of the attentions that Alexander 
had bestowed upon his wife had reached 
Cupples. He called his wife out into the 
yard at the rear of her home and accused 
her of having encouraged Alexander. She 
denied it vigorously, and said that Alexan- 
der had called to see another woman. 

Mrs. Cupples said that on the following 
day, Friday, Aug. 9, at about 6 o’clock in 
the evening, Alexander called again, She 
said that he acted as usual. ' 

“IT was not feeling well that afternoon,” 
said Mrs. Cupples to Deputy Coroner Fitz- 
simmons, “and soon after Alexander ar- 
rived I dispatched the servant for some 
medicine. ot her to get, among other 
drugs, morphine. 


She Made No 
Effort to Save Him. 

“While the servant was gone Ed be- 
gan telling me how much he loved me. 1! 
tried to stop him Finally he asked me if 
I loved my husband better than I did him. 
I told him that I did or I would not have 
married him. 

“Then he said that there was no need for 
him to live any longer. I thought that he 
was just fooling. He reached across to me. 


I had in my hand the morphine that the 
servant had brought to me. He took this 
poison out of my hand. 

“He unfolded the paper, and, standing 
up, allowed the powder to fall on his

Tunnel, Running ‘Risk | 
of Suffocation. 


MOST OF THESE RESCUED 
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Thrilling Incidents of the) 
Calamity, and the Heroic 
Work of Life-Savers. 


CLEVELAND, 0O., Aug. 14.—Fire today 
destroyed a temporary waterworks crib 
three miles in the lake, resulting in the 
death of at least 10 men, while two others 
were probably fatally injured. 

In addition to a large number of work- 
men who were in the crib, ll others were 
at work in the tunnel leading from it, 200 
feet below the bottom of the lake, to the 
shore. 

As the air. which was pumped from the 
crib to supply the men working in the tun- 
nel, was cut off, as a result of its destruc- 
tion, it was at first supposed that these 
men had all perished. 

Subsequently, however, nine of the men 
in the tunnel were rescued after heraic 
work upon the part of their fellow work- 
men. 

It is said that two men are still in the 
tunnel, but those rescued state that one of 
these, Victor Kaufman of Canton, is dead. 


NAMES OF DEAD AND INJURED.

Fire and harbor tugs, with rescuing par- 
ties on board, reached ‘the erib soon after 
the flames broke out, put when {hey ar- 
rived the structure wasa mass cf flames 
and all hope of saving it was abandoned. 

Men stark naked could be distinguished 
swimming and floating in the water, shout- 
ing for help. Others were clinging to 
ropes which they had tied to the rafters, 
but the flames were burning the ropes 
away, and one by one the men were falling 
into the lake. 

The tugs circled around the burning 
crib, picking up men from the water, and 
meantime playing heavy streams upon the 
flames. 

After an hour’s hard work the flamies 
were diminished enough so that the fire- 
men could climb up the charred steps and 
fight the fire from the interior. Then the 
horror of the calamity was first realized. 
Everything was a total wreck. While the 
firemen were pouring water on the flames 
there was a roaring furnace beneath which 
could not be reached. 


THEIR LAST PRAYER. 


But the firemen clung to their places and 
fought every inch of the way until the fire 
was under control. 

After two hours of hard work five charred 
human bodies were found burned heyond 
recognition. Two were in the attitude of 
prayer. They must have been awakened 
by the fire, but could not escape. They 
were caught like rats in a trap. One body 
was burned to almost nothing. All that 
could be found of it were a skull and some 
bones. 

The bodies of two other men lay close to 
those that were on their knees, and it 
looked as though they never knew what 
happened to them. They must have been 
suffocated before the fiames reached them. 

As soon as the five bodies were found the

THE TUNNEL A MAN TRAP. 
The tunnel, which has been under course 
of construction for severar years past, and 
is still far from complete, has been the 
cause, all told, of the loss of more than 
lives. 

Four years ago an explosion in the shore 
section of the tunnel resulted in the suffo- 
cation of 18 men. Two years ago, in a sim- 
ilar accident, several more men were killed 
at almost the same place, and today’s ca- 
tastrophe adds at least 10 additional names 


to the death Hist. 


The fire which destroyed the crib this 
morning was due to an overheated boiler 
smokestack. The boiler exploded soon after 
the flames broke out. The crib itself was 
of pine timber built up straight from the 
water's edge. 

The men who were asleep in the bunks 
sprang up to find themselves in the midst 
of flames. The boards all around them 
were burning fiercely. Down in the shaft, 
under the lake, 11 men were at work dig- 
ging, unconscious, until the air supply was 
cut off, of the awful holocaust above them. 


DELMAR LICENSE IN. JEOPARDY 


Report That the State Authorities Have

A gentleman prominent in St. Louis rac- 
ing circles and connected with Kinloch 
Park, stated’ to the Post-Dispatch that 
word had comé to him from Jefferson City 
through authoritative sources that the li- 
cense of the Delmar track would positive- 
ly be revoked, 

No date ‘for action on the matter was 
given, but it is believed that it will be 
taken shortly. 

The law expressly stipulates that no race- 
track shall race more than 90 days annu- 
ally. The Deimar track and the Fair As- 
sociation are not openly conducted under 
one management. They have separate of- 
ficers, stewards and officials, but it is

The shipwreck in which the greatest 
number of lives was lost was that of the 
Royal George (108 guns), off Portsmouth, on 
the 29th of August, 1782, wnen nearly 1000 
lives were lost. In the case of the wreck 
of the Queen Charlotte, a first-rate ship 
of the line, which was destroyed by fire on 
the 17th of March, 18, off the harbor of 
Leghorn, 703 lives out of a total of 80 were 
lost. The St. George (98 guns), Defence 
(74 guns), and the Hero, were on the 24th 
day of December, 1811, stranded on the coast 
of Jutland, and about 2000 lives were lost, 
only 18 of the seamen being :aved. In the 
case of the wreck of the Princess Alice, 
which was run into by the Bywell C 
in the Thames, near Woolwich, and 
on the 8d of September, 1878, between tv) 
and 700 lives were lost. On the wreck of the 
White Star company’s steamer Atlantic, 
which struck on the Meagher Rock, about 
540 lives were lost, while 442, including the 
captain, were saved.—Tit-Bits.

It was Biven out in Kentucky that he had 
Gone to South America, but many believed 
that he had committed suicide, and this 
theory was Strengthened in the early 
Spring by the discovery of a decomposed 
body near Danvill«, Ill., where Noaks was 
last been seen. 

However, a few of his intimates in Ken- 
tucky knew better. They knew that he wag 
in Canada, and were apprised of his plan 
to return in disguise last week. They were 
with him, indeed, on severa] occasions dur- 
ing his short Stay in Lexington, but it is 
doubtful if his best friend knew the real 
Purpose of Mr. Noaks’ visit. 

_Before the political troubies came up in 
Kentucky that cost him his home, friends, 
Influence and nearly every dollar he had in 
ihe world, Noaks edited a newspaper at 
Corbin, Ky., a radical] Republican organ. 

He was a power in politics throughout his 
congressional] district, and among those 
who profited by his friendship and good 
work on election day was Judge Wilder 
of Corbin, the present judge of the Whit- 
a ™. ounty Circuit Court. 

Vhen the trouble came on many of his 
friends, including Judge Wilder, took ex- 
ception to his stand and turned against 
im. Not so, however, with the judge's 
pretty daughter, Miss Lizzie Wilder. he 
took views decidedly contrary to those en- 
tertained by the other members of the 
family, and her eweet Sympathies extended 
to Noaks while a prisoner under the grave 
charge of murder touched him deeply. 


Love Began 
in the Jail. 

There sprang up between them a friend- 
Ship which speedily ripened into love. There 
were countless obstacles in the road to 
happiness, but the mort Serious one was re- 
moved several months ago when Noaks’ 
wife sued for and was given a divorce. 


Since leaving Kentucky Noaks and Miss 
Wilder have been carrying ona clandestine 
correspondence. He learned recently that 
he was free from marital] bonds, and lost 
no time in proposing an elopement. To this 
Miss Wilder readily assented, knowing ful] 
well the opposition with which a home mar- 
riage would meet. 

Since that time the young people have 
been laying their plans quietly and careful- 
ly, and Noaks’ visit to Kentucky last week 
was primarily to perfect them. 

Noaks came to Crawfordsville Saturday 


to visit relatives. Miss Wilder was to leave 
home Sunday for a visit to Harrodsburg, 
Ky., but instead she went to Louisville and 
took the early Monon train for the north. 

She was joined at Crawfordsville by her 
lover, who accom anied her to Chicago, 
The marriage too place there Tuesday 
morning. he Kentucky relatives and 
friends. had been given no inkling of the 
elopement. During his stay in Crawfords- 
ville Mr. Nouks consen to an interview, 
and talked freely of the Kentucky trouble. 

He is at work on a complete statement 
covering his connection with Kentucky pol- 
itics from first to last, and it will contain 
matters concerning the Goebel murder that 
have never been made public and other po- 
litical disclosures that will cause more than 
One sensation in the Blue Grass State.

Overtakes the Son of the 
Murdered Millionaire. 


MYSTERIOUS CHICAGO TRAGEDY 


ALBERT J., SUPPOSED TO BE IN- 
SANE, IS LOCKED UP. 


Spectal to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Aug. M.—The Nemesis that 
has followed the Snell family since the 
gray morning 13 years ago when an un- 
known burglar shot and killed Amos J. 
Snell has overtaken the son of the mur- 
dered man. Albert J. Snell, former s0- 
ciety man and prominent in business cir 
cles, was taken to the detention hospital 
yesterday. He is believed to be insane 
and an inquiry will be made to determine 
whether this is the case. He was taken 
from his home at 435 Washington boulevard 
at midday. Raving from the effects of i- 
quor, he was threatening his wife and 
the police were calle 

Snell was removed from the detention -— 
pital last evening to a private sani 
um. Dr. Harold N. Moyer of 434 West 
Adams street, who has basen treatin —— 
said that Snell was a nervous wreck an 
that he advised his removal from C 
to a quiet sanitarium where he would 
Surrounded by no excitement. 

For several weeks Mr. Snell has acted in 
an eccentric manner and has spent much of 
his time in the barn at the family home- 
Stead. Excessive indulgence in intoxicants 
is said to be the cause of his mental aber- 
ration. His disheveled appearance ane un- 
kempt attire as he appeared at the hospi- 
tal contrasted strangely with the fauitiess 
neatness which in former days charac- 
terized the son of the millionatire. 

The petition on which Snell was taken in 
charge by the County authorities was 
signed by his cousin, Walter Snell. The 
hearing of the case was set for Thursday. 
Previous to that time, however, @ report on 
his case will be made to Judge Carter. The 
petition was filed with the knowledge and 
consent of Snell's wife and on the advice 
of physicians. 

Since the death of his father Albert J. 
Snell has lived at the old homestead. Of 
late he has been a familiar figure near his 
old real estate office in West Madison 
street. His condition has been commented 
upon by his friends, Since he has been liv- 
ing in the barn he has procured liguor on 
credit from neighboring saloons. n his 
credit gave out he borrowed smal! sums. 
His friends think that the enforced rest, to- 
gether with the restraint at the hospital, 
will restore his seemingly unbalanced mind. 

Snell is 48 years old, According to his 

own statements he has. been practically 
periniless for some time. 
The story of the Snell family for the last 
12 years has all the elements of a novel. 
Murder begins the grewsome story. The 
loyalty of a mourning widow, her suffering 
beneath the abuse of an ungrateful son, her 
death and a long, sharp legal battle over 
her will, are a few of the chief features in 
the family’s history. 

According te a statement made in court 
during the fight over Mrs. Snell's will Al- 
bert Snell was not only an undutiful son, 
but an inhuman one. A letter offered as 
evidence created a wave of indignation 
throughout the community. In _the letter 
Snell abused his mother for not having ac- 
ceded to his demands for money. He threat- 
ened her and closed by. saying that he hoped 
she would blow out her brains. He a 
announced that he would prove her to be 
insane and that she was cheating him out 
of part of his inheritance. 

The suit over the estate of Mra. Snell took 
place early this year and continued for 
nearly a month. The estate of Amos J. Snell 
was not directly ey, pe According to 
the will of Mrs. Snell her estate, which was 
estimated as beitig worth between $600,000 
and $800,000, was to be divided among the 
children of Albert Jerome Snell—Mrs. Grace 
Snell Walker and Mrs. Alice McCrea Green. 
The legatees were the grandchildren of Mrs. 
Snell. 

Mrs. Mary Snell Stone, wife of Albert J. 
Stone, was the plaintiff who tried to break 
the will. She claimed to be a daughter of 
Mrs. Snell, and as such entitled to a share 
of the estate. She pressed her claims first 
on the administrators of the estate. In the 
summer of 1900 she took the issue into 
court. She was dsfeated after a hard legal 
battle, the courts holding that she was not 
a daughter of the late Mrs. Snell and not 
competent to file claims for a share in the 
estate, 

The murder of Amos J. Snell has gone 
down into criminal history as one of the 
great mysteries. The murder of the mill- 
ionaire has never been arrested although 
hundreds of suspects have been taken into 
custody all over the world and detectives, 
both preeeneen and amateur, have trav- 
eled thousands of miles in pursuit. The re- 
ward of $59,000 offered by os e Snell family 
for the arrest of ‘‘Willie”’ Tascott, who 
is suspected of the crime, hal never been 
claimed. 

It was early in the morning of Feb. 8, 
1888, that the home of the millionaire at 
Washington boulevard and Ada street was 
broken into .by a burglar, who had un- 
nd ng ef been led to belleve that the 
safe in the library contained a big sum of 
money. Mr. Snell's rae aye to banks was 
well known. The thief gained access io 
the house by cutting out a panel of a rear 
door. It is not known whether he se- 

cured anything of value. 

“he thief opened the great safe with- 
out trouble. je searched the strong box 
thoroughly, seattering papers and docu- 
ments right and left. He evidently did not 
find what he wanted and he climbed the 
stairs to the parlor floor, where he found 
the doors to the parlor locked, He pried 
open these doors and entered, but a noise 
betrayed him. Mr. Snell was awakened, 
and, seizing his pistol, he came down tne 
stairs in his n! ight clothing. Stopping a 
moment to listen, he fired two shots 
through the doors In the direction from 
whieh the sounds came. he fire was 
returned and then the thief came from 
the darkness of the room, and, standing in 
the doorway, he fired two more shots at 
the millionaire, Mr. Snell fell dead with a 
jagged wound in his head and a bullet 
through the heart. 

Upstairs the servants huddled together, 
too frightened even to give the alarm. Not 
until dayUght came did any one dare to 
descend the stairs where the dead master 
lay, his hands still clutching the revolver 
and his life blood staining the carpet of the 


The police were notified, and at 7 o'clock 
a dozen detectives were at work. Suspicion 
Tascott, a young man 
whose disappearance was simultaneous 
with the crime. The man whose disap- 
earance created such a sensation was but 
22 years of age. At one time he was an ele- 
vator boy in the city hall; again he clalmed 
to be a powsneper reporter and frequented 
the city hall and police headquarters, B agen 
he became intimately known to nearly ev- 
ery detective in the city. Then he devel- 
oped a penchant for petty crimes and soon 
became known to the police in a different 
way. 

Tascott had often been seen in the neigh- 
borhood of the Snell mansion. The entire 
country was aroused. The great reward of- 
fered for his arrest caused the arrest of 
hundreds of ‘‘Tascotts’’ from Maine to Cal- 
ifornia and from Alaska to the Gulf of 
Mexico. The real Tascott was never caught. 
however, and his whereabouts are as muc 
of a mystery as they were 12 years ago.

When Mr. Straub learned of this he drew 
another check on the bank and withdrew 
the moneys deposited to his credit, thus 
stopping payment on his check for $5400. 
Justice O'Gorman, in discharging Dr. 
Straub, sald: 
“The delivery of the first check did not 
constitute an assignment pro tanto of the 
funds in defendant's bank account, and 
when he withdrew the same with a second 
check he was acting quite within his legal 
rights. An ordinary check does not op- 
erate as an assignment or appropriation of 
drawer’s funds, and until acceptance or 
payment by the bank the fund remains the 
property of drawer, who reserves the right 
to withdraw or otherwise dispose of his 
deposits.”
